The  Infantry  Board,  created 
shortly  after  the  end  of  the  . first 
World  War,  Is  the  official,  agency 
charged  -with  studying  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Infantry  arm, 
and  advising  the  War  Department 
in  all  matters  elating  to  organi- 
zation, technique  and  equipment 
of  Infantry  troops.  It  is  located 
at  Fort  Benning,  and  works  in 
close  harmony  with  The  Infantry 
School  faculty. 

The  Commandant  of  The  In- 
fantry School  is  ex-officio  Presi- 
dent of  The  Infantr  * Board,  and 
is  therefore  in  a position  to  insure 
close  collaboration.  Subject  to  this 
coordinating  authority  of  tHe  Com- 
mandant of  The  Infantry  School; 
the  actual  direction  of  the  Board  s 
activities  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
Director  of  The  Infantry  Board* 
designated  as  such  by  Headquar- 
ters, Army  Ground  Forces,  in 
Washington. 

The  Board  is  composed  of  senior 
Infantry  officers  specially  selected 
for  broad  experience  and  knowl- 
edge of  Infantry  matters.  These 
constitute  the  Board  proper.  In 
addition,  it  also  comprises  a. larger 
group  of  other  officers,  known  as 
the  Test  Section,  each  of  wpom 
is  a specialist  in  ome  particular 
phase  of  Infantry  activities  or  in 
a particular  class  of  Infantry  ac- 
tivities or  in  a particular  class  of 
Infantry  equipment.  These  offi- 
cers are  primarily  test  officers 
. who  conduct  physical  tests  of 
items  of  equipment  under  study 
by  the  Board,  and  under  the  di- 
rection of  The  Infantry  Board, 
develop  and  submit  to  the  Board 
recommendations  for  changes  in 
design  or  prepare  new  designs  to 
fill  Infantry  needs. 

The  Infantry  Board  formerly 
> functioned  under  the  Chief  of -In- 


fantry.' Since  the  reorganization 
of  the  War  Department  in  March, 
1942,  it  has  functioned  under  the 
Chief  of  the  Requirements  Sec- 
tion of  Army  Ground  Forces,  who, 
in  turn,  i&  directly  under  the  Com- 
manding General,  Army  Ground 
Forces,  in  Washington. 

The  infantry  Board  is  thus  a 
permanent  field  agency  of  - the 
War  Department  charged  with.  in- 
forming and  advising  the_  Com- 
manding General,  Army  Ground 
Forces*  regarding  the  adequacy 
of  Infantry  equipment  and  the 
need  for  new  equipment.  Ita  stud- 
ies and  recommendations  have 
been,  and  still  are,  of  the  most 
decisive  importance  in  enabling 
the  U.  S.  Army  to  match  its  equips 
ment  with  that  of  foreign  armies. 
Its  success  or  lack'  of  it  in.  the  per- 
formance of  these  duties  is  meas- 
ured  by  the  difference  between 
the  equipment  carried  by  the 
Doughboy  of  1917  and  1918  and 
that  available  to  his  prototype  of 
1945.  Except  in  the.  rarest  jot 
emergencies,  no  article  of  equip-  . 
ment  for  the  Infantry  soldier  is 
adopted  except  after,  exhaustive 
study  arid  test  by  The  Infantry 
Board,  and  many  of  the  articles 
now  standard  equipment  owe  heir 
original  design  to  that  Board, 

The  rosters  of  .The  Infantry 
Board  since  its  organization  in 
1921  contain  a large  number  of 
names  that  have  since  acquired 
nation-wide  and  even  world-wide, 
fame.  A ^ few  examples  are:  Gen- 
eral George  C.  Marshall,  Lieuteri-

Why  All  This  Fuss  About  The  Infantry? 


Why  make  all  this  noise  about  the  j Infantry? 
Why  use  good  taxpayer  dollars  and  much  time 
and  energy  to  send  more  than  l.OOdj  overseas 
veterans  around  the  country  with  “Here  s Your 
Infantry”  to  show  the  public  how  the  Infantry 
operates?  Why  not  a'ccept  the  incontrovertible 
fact  that  no'  war  can  be  fought  without  the  In- 
fantry— and,  let  it  go  at  that?  / 

We  at  Fort  Benning  know  what  the  Infantry 
does.  Being  the  home  of  The  Infantry  School 
and  The  Parachute'  School,  and  from  time  to 
. time  other  Infantry  units,  Fort  Bending  is  pri- 
marily an  Infantry  post.  Because  we  view  war- 
fare‘in  terms  of  Infantrymen  fighting  their  way 
in  and  taking  grpitad  from  the  enemy— which  of 
. course  is  .the  final,  decisive  operation— we  may 
often  assume  that  everyone  else  sees  war  in  the 
same  light.  - ' * / * 

The  truth  is,  we  Americans  are  eternal  opti- 
mists, and  because  of  it,  we  often  grasp  at 
straws  whose  promises  dull  us  to  sleep  but  whose 

performances  kick  us  hack  into  reality.  There 

was  a time  within  the  memory  of  all  of  us  when 
the  advocates  of  "infantry  were  hooted  at  as  be- 
ing old-fashioned  and  dIe-hards._The  airplane,  it 
was  contended,  had  so  revolutionized  warfare 
that  the  Infantry  was  now  as  impotent  and  use- 
less as  an  old  shoe. 

It  is  understandable  that  .people  believed  this: 
in  the  first  place,. they  wanted  to  believe  it  and 
therefore-did;  and,  second,  a great  fleet  of  bomb- 
ers and  fighters  indeed  is  a sight  that  impresses 
anyone,  even  the  “old -fashioned,,  die-hard”  In- 
fantryman. 

.Real  military  .men,  professionals  in  soldier- 
ing, accepted  airpower  ,ahd  any  other  kind  of 

weapon  which  proved  its  worth— but  pnly  to  be 


used  in  getting  the  stage  for  the  Doughboy  to  do 
his  job. 

And  so  it  went  in  the  early  days  of  the  war: 
the  Navy  fought  valiantly  the ' Battles  of  the 
Pacific  with  the  Japanese  Navy  and  scoured  the 
Atlantic  for  German  submarines.  The  Marines, 
specialists  in  amphibious  fighting,  invaded 
Guadalcanal  and  helped  halt  the  southward 
drive  of  the-  Japs.  The  Air  Force  pummelled 
Germany  and  knocked  Hitler’s  industrial  system 
into  a cocked  hat.  . Finally  the  Navy  and  the 
Coast  Guard  put  a . huge’  land  army  ashore  on 
-Normandy, 

One  by  one,  the  branches  of  military  service 
had  been  paraded  before  the  public  as  the  hero 
of  the  war— as  indeed  they  were  to  the  extent 
that  no  branch*can  do  its  best  without  the  help 
of  the  others.  But  now  that  Eisenhower’s  men 
were  ashore  in  France,  whose  job  was  it  to  set- 
tle down  to  the  day-in-and-day-out  fighting? 
The  Air  Forces?  Yes— to  keep  the  skies  cleared 
of  Nazis  and  to  lend  tactical  support.  The  Ar- 
tillery’s job?  Yes— to  soften  the  enemy’s  de- 
fense, to  disrupt  his  troop  movements.  The 
Armored  Force’s  job:  Yes — to  throw  tanks 

against  the  enemy  when  the  tactical  situation

The  tragically  sudden  death  of  President 
Roosevelt  has  elevated  to  the  White1;  House  a 
man  whom  many  Americans  have  yet  to  get  to

that  the  progress  of  this  country  depends  not  on 
any  one ‘man,  but  on  the  teamwork  a:  id  respon- 
sibility of  all  of  us. 

President  Harry  S.  Truman  is  a man  who 
■vt’ill  count  on  the  support  and  teamwc  rk  of  ev- 
'ery  one  of  those  Americans.  And  his  great  op- 
portunity will  be  to  inspire  and  develop,  it: 
i Like  Abraham  Lincoln,  he  comes  to  the 
White  House  .a  humble  man,  conscious  of 'his 
own  "Hmitations.  In  every  step  of  his  spectacu- 
iar’rUe  to  the  prominent  position  he  now  holds, 
the  office  has  sought  the  man— not  the  man  the 
-.office. 

He  brings  to  the  Presidency  a record  of  ad- 
ministrative efficiency  evidenced  in  the  work 
of  the  Senate  War  Investigating  Committee  that 
bore  his  name.  According  to  a recent  poll  of 
Washington  correspondents,  he  knows  more 
about  Americans  part  in  the  war  than  any  man- 
except  the ^ late  President.  About  pther  fields 
where  he  is  not  so  knowledgeable,^  he  has  al- 
ready indicated  his  desire  to  draw  jo n the  help 
of  men  more  experienced-  than  himself. 

He  puts  great  trust  in  the  American  form  of 
government  and  the  part  every  citizen  • must 
play,  to  make  it  strong  and  workable.  He  spoke 
about  it  in  Philadelphia  not  many  months  ago 
before  a private:  gathering  of  management  and 
union  leaders,  \ 

He  said  that  in  his  opinion  vie  have  “the

- ion  of  powers  that  “the  PEOPLE  have  to  agree 
on  what  is  for  the  best  interest  j>f  all  concerned, 
before  we  can  make  laws  or  spend  money.”  But, 
he  warned,  “We  can’t  operate  as  the  greatest 

- Republic  in  the  world  without  trust!  lg  the  other 
. fellow,  arid  he  has  got -to  give  us  reason  to  trust 

him  and  he  has  got  to  do  it  himself” 

President  Truman  will  rely  not  jonly  on  the 
“advice  of  friends  and  the  support  of  the  Amer- 
ican people,  but  on  his  own  moral  convictions 
and  faith  in  God. 

Cominjg  out  of  .the  Capitol  on  his  first  day  as 
President,  Truman  ran  into  a group  of  newsmen. 
He  turned  to  them  with  , simple  ear  lestness  and

“Heres’  Your  Infantry,”  holds  the 
Legion  of  Merit  and  the  Purple 
Heart,  Combat-Infantryman  Badge, 
and  the  Distinguished  Unit  Badge.

■ Lieutenant  Carlson  Won  the  Le- 
gion of  Merit  on  Guadalcanal  on 
December  30,  1942,  for  an  episode 
he  described  as  follows: 

“I  • was  a member  of  a patrol 
which  was  ' caught  in  an  enemy 
ambush.  One  officer  was  ^shot 
and  as  he  fell  he  became  entangled 
in  -the  branches  of  a fallen  tree.  I 
ordered  two  of  my  Doughboys  to 
give  me  covering  fire  with  their 
rifles  and  I moved  out  to  the 
wounded  officer,  who  lay  in  the 
path  of  heavy  enemy  fire.  I man- 
aged to  remove  him  to  a position 
of  safety.” 

BITTER  BATTLE 

It  was  in  the  bitter  battle  for 
Hill  260  on  Bougainville— ,a  grassy 
knoll  topped1  by  a huge  banyan 
tree  coveted  by  both  the  Amer- 
icans and  the  Japs  for  observation 
purposes — that  Lieutenant  Carlson 
was  wounded  in  action.  He  was 
hit  by  rifle  fire  while  leading  his 
Infantrymen  in  a successful  at- 
tempt. to  smash  * desperate  Jap 
counterattack. 

On  Guadalcanal,  Lieutenant 
Carlson  was  a rifle  platoon  leader. 
Following  his  promotion  • to  first 
lieutenant,  hb  became  command- 
ing officer  of  a rifle  company  and 
served  in  that  capacity  on  Bou- 
gainville until,  as  a Tesult  of  his 
wound,  he  was  evacuated  to  the 
United  State*.

Jap  Awakens,  Finds 
Own  Grave  Already 
Dug  By  Americans 

There  is  seldom  much  hu- 
mor in  connection  with  s 
grave-digging  detail  but  Staff 
Sgt.  Harry  Stanropoulos, 
Beaver  Dam,  Wis.,  member 
of  a “Here’s  Your  Infantry” 
team,  still  gets  a chuckle  out 
of  a unique  combat  experi- 
ence while  fighting  on  a 
Southwest  Pacific  island. 

“We  came  upon  a Jap  snip- 
er beneath  a tree,  and  at  first 
glance  thought  the  enemy 
was  dead,”  the  sergeant  re- 
called. A grave-digging  out- 
- fit  spaded  him  a nice  hole, 
when  lo  and  behold  the  ‘dead’ 
Jap,  who  really  was  just 
sleeping,  awakened  with  a 
start,  sized  up  the  situation 
and  started  running! 

“Welt,  we  didn’t  waste  that 
grave,  anyway.  Our  boys  eut 
him  down  for  good  before  he 
could  take  many  steps,”  said 
the  Infantryman.  ,

scratch  and  considers  his  escape 
nothing  less  fatan  miraculous.

MEDAL  OF  HONOR 

The  achievements  foy  which 
Sergeant  Kelly  was  awarded  the 
Medal  of  Honor  occurred  Septem- 
ber 13-14,  1943,  near  Altavilla, 
Italy.  He  joined  a patrol  which 
located  and  neutralized  enemy 
machinegun  positions.  This  ac- 
complished, he  volunteered  to  es- 
tablish contact  with  an  Infantry 
battalion  believed  to  be  on  Hill 
315,  a mile  away. 

Traveling  over  a route  under 
enemy  observation  and  heavy  fire, 
he  returned  with  the  information 
that  the  Germans  occupied  Hill 
315  in  strong  positions.  Immedi- 
ately afterward,  again  as  a vol- 
unteer, he  aided  in  destruction  of 
two  German  machinegun  nests. 

His  ammunition  exhausted,  he 
obtained  permission  to  attempt  to 
replenish  his  supply  at  an  am- 
munition dump.  The  dump  was 
located  in  a storehouse  on  the  ex- 
treme flank  of  his  regiment’s  po- 
sition. He  found  the  Germans  i 
were  attacking  ferociously  at  this 
point.  Given  the  plosion  of  pro- 
tecting the  rear  of  the  storehouse, 
he  held  his  position  throughout 
the  night. 

AT.  OPEN  WINDOW 

When  the  enemy  resumed  its  at- 
tack the  following  morning,  the 
“Commando”  took  a position  at 
an  open  window  of  the  storehouse, 
where  a machinegunner  had  been 
killed  and  several  other  soldiers 
■wounded.  With  a Browning  auto- 
matic rifle  he  delivered  deadly 
fire  on  the  enemy  until  the 
weapon  locked  from  overheating. 

He  found  another  BAR  and  . 
again  directed  accurate  fire  on 
the  Germans  until  this  weapon 
also  locked.  With  the  enemy  - 
threatening  to  overrun  the  posi- 
tion,  he  picked  up  60-mm  mortar 
shells,  pulled  the  safety  pins,  and 
used  the  shells  and  grenades,  kill- 
ing at  least  five  Germans  In  .a  feat 
virtually  without  parallel. 

When  evacuation  of  the  store- 
house was  ordered,  he  volunteer- 
ed to  hold  the  position  until  the 
remainder  of  the  detachment  could 
withdraw.  As  the  detachment 
withdrew  he  covered  its  move- 
ments with 'fire  from  a bazooka. 
After  he  fired  his  last  bazooka  v 
shell  he  slipped  out  of  the-store- 
house,  found  an  abandoned  37-mm 
antitank  gun  and  . fired  it  at  the 
oncoming  Germans  as  long  as  the 
supply  of  ammunition  lasted.  ‘ 
Sergeant  Kelly  won  the  Silver 
Star  for  leading  a company  of 
Infantrymen  across  the  bloody 
Rapido  river  after  all  ’ the  com- 
pany’s officers  had  become  cas- 
ualties. He  was  given  the  British 
Military  Medal  for  obtaining  vital 
information  on  enemy  dispositions 
near  Salerno  on  September  12, 
1943. 

Oddly,  Sergeant  Kelly  said,  his 
most  thrilling  experience  in  bat- 
tle was  not  the  exploit  for  which 
he  received  the  Medal  of  Honor 
but  the  lartding  at  Salerno  on 
September  9,  1943. 

“Landing  in  Italy  on  D-Day 
and  shooting  Jerry  with  every 
weapon  I could  lay  my  hands  on 
was  the  most  unforgettable  ex- 
perience I’ ever  had,”  he  said.... 

Sergeant  Kelly  fought  as  a 
member  of  Company  L,  143d  In- 
fantry Regiment,  36th  Infantry 
Division;  He  returned  to  the 
United  States  last  year  under  the 
army’s  rotation  policy.  Since  his 
return  he  has  been  a weapons 
assistant  instructor  at  The  Infan- 
try School.  . ' 

Silver  Star  Winner 
Once  In  2d  Armored 

Winner  of  the  Silver  Star  in 
the  invasion  of  North  Africa,  Staff 
Sgt.  James  E.  Cawthome  of  . Mt. 
Juliet,  Tenn.,  appears  in  “Here’.s 
Your  Infantry.” 

The  Tennessee  tanker  served  in 
Africa  with  the  2nd  ArmorecJ

Winner  of  >the  Distinguish- 
I ed  Service  Cross,  Pfc.  Joe  P. 
Gomez,  Jr.,  of  Houston,  Tex., 
is  in  “Here’s  Your  infantry.” 
Private  Gomez,  a husky,  22- 
year-old  rifleman  who  was  a 
shipditter  in  civilian  life, 
fought  in  Africa,  Sicily,  and 
Italy  with  the  3d  Ranger  Bat- 
talion. He  won  the  Distin- 
guished Service  Cross  Dn'the 
Anzio  beachhead  on  M^y  6, 
1944,  for  sustained,  blazing 
heroism  in  an  action  in 
which  he  destroyed  two  Ger- 
man machinegun  nests,  killed 
13  Nazis,  and  wounded  four. 

• ...  Describing  the  action,  he 
said: 

“I  was  ‘first  scout*  in  a 
' combat  patrol  which  penetrat- 
ed  well  into  German  lines.  We  ’ 
ran  into  crossfire  from  two 
Jerry  machineguns  The  patrol 
leader  was  hit,  shot  in  the 
head,  and  lay  directly  under 
the  Jerry  fire,  unable  to  move. 

' I crawled  to  him  and  drag- 
ged him  to  cover.

“As  I was  doing  tha(,  a 
Jerry  machine  pistol  opened  . 
fire  on  me,  and  I whirled 
and  cut  him  down  with  my 
v Tommy  gun.  That  left  the 
flank  of  one  of  the  machine 
gun  positions  unprotected,  so 
I took  off,  as  soon  as  I had 
taken  the  wounded  map  to 
cover,  and  t threw  grenades 
until  I had  wrecked  the 
machinegun  and  killed  the 
Nazi  crew. 

“In  the  meantime  Jerry 
reinforcements  had  joined  the 


scramble  and  a savage  fire 
fight  was  going  on.  We  were 
badly  outnumbered  and  the  ; 
wounded  patrol  leader  order- 
ed me  to  do  what  I could  in 
leading  the  men  out  of  that 
hot:  spot  since  four  of  our  men 
already  had  been  wounded. 
DESIGNATED  TARGETS 

“I  knocked  out  the  second  . 
machinegun  nest  with  fire 
from  my  Tommy  gun,  then  led 
the  patrol  in  the  fight  that 
got  us  through  the  Jerry 
lines.  We  were  firing  all  the 
time  and  the  Krauts  were  fir- 
ing at  us  from  every  disec- 
tion. But  I managed  to  desig- 
nate targets  for  the  other  guys, 
and  pick  my  own,  and  we 
came  through,  without  further 
casualties.”

Sergeant  Orick  was  awarded  the 
Legion  of  Merit  for  the  results  of 
his  frequent  penetrations  into 
enemy  territory,  on  New  GeorgaI 
and  Bougainville  from  April  7, 
1943,  to  March  15,  1944,  as  a pla- 
toon sergeant  of  aninteHigenceand 
reconnaissance  platoon  of  the  37th 
Infantry  (Ohio)  Division. 

His  citation  points  out  that  he 
not  only  seized,  enemy  weapons 
but  studied  and  evaluated  them  so 
thoroughly  that  the  information 
he  was  able  to  supply  was  of  in- 
estimable value  to  intelligence  of- 
ficers. The  missions,  the  citation 
adids,  were  carried  out  ‘‘under  ex- 
ceedingly dangerous  _ conditions, 
through  dense,  sniper-infested 
jungles.” 

“Sergeant  Orick,”  the  citation 
states,  “demonstrated  both  high 
qualities  of  leadership  and  extra- 
ordinary  skill  in  jungle  scouting 
and  patrolling.”
